AMERICA A N D FRANCE. 


The French have had two main problems 
to solve: first, to secure their aims in regard 
to Germany; second, to retain the good 
opinion of the world in general, and of 
America in particular. 
They seem likely 
to succeed with the first problem. Whether 
they will succeed with the second is open 
to doubt. 
What the French aims are in relation to 
Germany is a subject for controversy. Some 
contend that France simply seeks the rep­ 
arations fixed by the Treaty. 
Others be­ 
lieve that she is not after reparations pri­ 
marily but desires most of all to weaken 
Germany so greatly that she 
need never 
fear another German attack. 
Many who 
attribute this latter motive to her denounce 
it 
Others who admit that her aim is prob­ 
ably the dissolution of Germany refuse to 
blame her, arguing that, in the absence of 
guarantees from the other nations, France 
is justified in assuring her own safety in 
the only way in which it can be assured. 
Be the rights 
and the 
wrongs of this 
question what they 
may, it seems likely 
that France is going to succeed in ridding 
herself from the danger of German aggres­ 
sion for a good many years to come. Hence, 
if security from the German menace is her 
aim, she is in a fair way 
to 
obtain it. 
Whether she can at the same time retain 
the good opinion of those nations whose 
good opinion she values— and the chief of 
these is America— is a question still to be 
decided. 
France has many firm and enthusiastic 
friends in this country who have defended 
earnestly her policy towards her defeated 


It is easy enough to criticise the peculari- 
ties of others, but we must not forget that 
others are probably criticising our peculari- 
ties also. 
The word “pecularity” has a 
wide range of meaning.

COOLIDGE A N D THE WORLD COURT. 
President Coolidge, the Brooklyn Eagle 
thinks, has an excellent chance of getting 
his world court program through the sen­ 
ate, and the Eagle hopes that he will leave 
nothing undone to accomplish that result. 
“Having turned to the 
furrow that Mr. 
Harding started to draw,” says the Brook­ 
lyn paper, “he will have to continue it to 
the end.” 
That is true in the sense that 
Mr. Coolidge will have to remain until the 
end of the fight a supporter of the world 
court proposal. 
But what he said in his 
message does not compel him to conduct a 
militant campaign in favor of the world 
court, and many believe that there is little 
chance of the measure getting through the 
senate unless the president makes a good 
hard fight for it. 
It will be surprising if he does that. The 
world court is not as infuriating to the irre- 
concilables as the League of Nations, but it 
is a red rag to them nevertheless, and some 
of them are already making known their 
disapproval 
of 
what Mr. Coolidge 
said 
about the court plan in his message, though 
wrhat he said was really no more than he 
was cobpelled to say. 
They will be heard 
from ever ytime the question of the world 
court comes up, and they have always con- 
rived to make a great deal more noise than 
the court friends. If Mr. Coolidge were to 
make a real fight for the court it would 
start a very considerable tumult and Hiram 
Johnson might gain votes by it while Mr.

GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE 


T?OR a change from the usual 
method of serving chicken try 
Cadillac Chicken.—Wipe a chick­ 
en, dressed as for broiling, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, place in a 
well-greased broiler and cook eight 
minutes. 
Remove to pan and rub 
over with the following: 
Cream 
four tablespoonfuls of butter, add 
one teaspoonful of mustard, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, one tea­ 
spoonful of vinegar, and a few 
dashes of cayenne. 
Sprinkle with 
three-fourths of a cupful of soft, 
buttered crumbs and bake until the 
chicken is tender and the crumbs 
are brown. 
French Macaroon Cream.—Soak 
one tablespoonful 
of gelatin in 
thaee tablespoonfuls of cold water. 
Scald two cupfuls of milk with one 
square of chocolate, add the yolks 
of three eggs beaten with one-half 
cupful of sugar. 
Stir constantly 
until the mixture thickens, then 
add the stiffly-beaten whites, two- 
thirds of a cupful of macaroons 
rolled and one teaspoonful of va­ 
nilla. 
Turn into Individual molds 
and chill. 
Serve with 
whipped 
cream. 
Molded Salmon.—Cook one cup­ 
ful of stale bread crumbs and one 
cupful of milk to a smooth paste. 
Add four tablespoonfuls of butter, 
one cupful of flaked salmon, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, one-eighth 
of a teaspoonful of pepper, fold In 
the stiffly-beaten whites of two 
eggs, fill buttered mold two-thirds 
full and set in a pan of hot water, 
rover with buttered paper and bake 
In a moderate oven until firm. Gar­ 
nish with slices of hard-cooked 
eggs arid parsley.

The lieu­ 
tenant went ashore with a friend for 
a spin on his bicycle; he lost control 
of the machine on a mountain path 
and fell into the sea and was killed.

Cream together one ta­ 
blespoonful of blitter and three- 
fourths of a cupful of sugar, add two 
egg yoikR beaten slightly, one-third 
of a cupful of flour, three-fourths of 
a cupful of boiling water, and cook 
In a double boiler until thickened. 
Cool and add a few drops of vanilla.
